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Kentucky to tha only one of the 
coal -producing States which haa with- 
in Its borders areas belonging to any 
two of the great coal fields. Th* east 
ara counUea af tha state arc underlain 
by tha coal beds of tha great Appa- 
lachian system which extend entirely 
across the state la a north-eaat-aouth 
west directlaa. while the southern 
limits of the central or aaatern In- 
terior field ara found In the more 
northern counties of tha western part 
of the atata. Tha total area under- 
lain fey coal In the eastern counties of 
Kentucky to eatlmated at 11.180 square 
The coal-bearing areas In the 
part of the state comprise 

one-ha'f tha extant of tha 
. »stera part. Up to tba close of 1SW5 
the western district, however, pro- 
duced considerably more than half 
the total output of the state, but the 
recent developments In Pike. John- 
son, and other counties of the eastern 
portion of Kentucky Indicate that the 
production In the eaatern district will 
soon exceed that of the weatcrn. 

Tha eaatern Kentucky ccal field to 
practically a unit unleaa tbe Mtddlea- 
boro-llarlan field, cut off by the Pine 
Mountain fault be excepted. Mos 
of this great field Is without transpor- 
tation facilities and has been devel- 
oped only at points near the few 
railroad lines that cross It. There 
are ten or more mines along the 
Chesapeaka and Ohio Railroad In 
Carter and Hoyd counties, and a 
few small mines In Johnson. I«e and 
llreathitt counties. Tha Chesapeake 
and Ohio has completed a line Into 
the Klkhorn field, which promises to 
become one of the most Important 
In tbe stats. The larger mines ar 
mostly In the southern portion of the 
field. Along the Cincinnati Southern 
there sre mines In Pulaski county 
snd western Whitley county, and 
along the IxHilavllle and Nashville 
there are mines In Laurel county 
and scattered mines In Knox. IU-U. 
and Whitley counties. 

The coals of this field belong to the 
Ixiwcr Productive Coal Measures and 
Pottsvllle formation of Pennsylvania. 
The latter formation, which along 
Ohio River has a thickness of only a 
few hundred feet and carries five 
coals, In the southeastern corner of 
the atate Is about 6000 feet thick and 
carries nearly fifty coals, of which a 
doxen or more are locally of workable 
thickness and quality. The eastern 
Kentucky coals are mostly high-grade 
"gas" or "coking" coals, with some 
cannel coal. In the Jelllco coal field 
the Jelllco and lilue Gem seams are 
both thin, the latter being success- 
fully mined where It averages only 22 
Inches. On the other hand, some of 
the seams show 8 to 9 feet or more 
of workable coat 

So far aa the records of early coal 
production In the United States are 
to be accepted, Kentucky was th« 
third state to eqtur the list of coal 
producers. According to one of the 
early re|mrts of the Kentucky Geolog- 
ical Survey (published In 1838), the 
first coal produced In the state was 
mined in 1827 on "the right side of 
the [Cumberland! river below the 
mouth of Ijiurel." This was evi- 
dently from either Laurel or Pulaski 
county, but the exact location Is not 
definitely stated. The same report 
says that In 1878 five boat loads of 
coal from these mines arrived In 
Nashville, and that from 1829 to 1834 
probably from 25 to 35 boat loads wer 



THE MOUNTAINS.

No 
one had noticed it until Berea College brought to public 
attention the fact that the mountain ends of eight states 
come together. We have the mountain portion of Ken- 
tucky larger than Massachusetts and Connecticut put to- 
gether, and adjoining it are the mountainous parts of the 
two Virginias, the two Carolinas. Alabama and Tenn- 
essee. 

The people of this mountain region differ from the 
people of the South. As a rule they were not on the 
one hand, slave-holders, nor on the other poverty-strick- 
en dependants, The characteristic of the mountain 
man was that he owned land but did not own slaves. 

The people of the Mountains as a rule stood for the 
Union. It was through their influence that Kentucky 
held for the old flag, and that West Virginia seceded 
from secession. Abraham Lincoln was born in one of 
these Kentucky families, which owned land but did not 
own slaves. 

We believe that the people of these mountains of 
the South have a great future. They are strong, 
capable, hospitable, and have good principles. If they 
will only provide good schools and send their children to 
them so that they shall have the training and intelli- 
gence with children get in other parts of the land, the 
people of this mountain region will exert a great and 
powerful influence on the future of our country. 

The boys and girls of the mountains have a right 
to be proud of their homes.

able It seems that the production of 
the state from 1829 to 1835 ranged 
from 2000 to 6000 tone a year. The 
United States census tor 1840 gives 
the total production for the atate at 
23.527 short tons. By 18*0, according 
to the census for that year, tl 
ductlon amounted to 285.7*0 
tons. Operations were necessarily 
somewhat interrupted during the 
war, but since 1870, after the state 
had begun to recover form the effects 
of the war, the production increased 
rapidly. 

The United 8tates Geological Sur- 
rey, through E. W. Parker, repors 
that the total production of coal In 
Kentucky In 1906 waa 9.653.647 short 
tons, having a spot value of $9,809,938. 

With the cloae of 1906 Kentucky, 
like Iowa, completed a record of ten 
years of unbroken Increase In her pro 
ductlon of coal and attained the max- 
imum output In the hiatory of the 
state. Compared with that of 1806. 
last year's production showed an In- 
crease of 1.221.124 short tons, or 14.5 
per cent, and a gain In value of 
$1,424,706 or 17 percent. It showed 
an Increase of over 76 percent as com 
pared with the production of 1901. 
five years earlier, and was nearly 
three tlmea the production of 1896. 
ten years earlier. 

In 1906 the coM mines of Keutucky 
employed 15,272 men. who worked an 
average of 212 days each, against 
14.686 men for an average of 200 days. 
In 1905. Owing to the fact that com- 
paratively few of the mines In this 
state are operated under agreements 
made with the United Mine Workers 
of America, the Industry was not seri- 
ously affected by the general suspen- 
sion of operations which occurcd In 
other states during the spring of the 
year. In Keutucky only 1242 out of 
the 15.272 men employed stopped work 
because of disaffection, and two of the 
suspensions lasted but one day. By 
two other suspensions mines were Idle 
for a week. The average time lost by 
the 1242 men was 36 days, and the 
total time lost was equivalent to 1.3 
per cent of the total time worked, 
whereas In the states more seriously 
affected the time lost was from 25 to 
35 per cent of the total working time. 
This fact accounts for the large In- 
crease In the production of tbe state 
In 1904). 

The statistics of the labor employed 
In the coal mines of Kentucky, taken 
with the statistics of production, show 
that there were 632.1 tons of coal pro- 
duced in 1906 for each man employed, 
aa against 574.2 tons In 1905. and 532.2 
tons In 1904. The average tonnage 
per man per day was 2.98 In 1906, 2.87 
In 1906, and 2.7 In 1904. In 1903 the 
average dally production per man was 



2.64 and In 1902 It waa 2 35. These 
figures indicate a steady Improvement 
In the productive rapacity per em- 
ployee, due In part at least to the 
growth in tha use of undercutting 
machines. Kentucky being one of the 
most progressive states In this regard. 
In '03 there were 308 mining machines 
In use; In 1*04 there ware 453; In 1906 
6X7; and la 190C, CM. The machine- 
mined coal produced In these 4 years 
has been. In 1903, 2.843.805 tons. In 
1904, 3,695,513 tons; In 1905, 4.409,054 
tons, and In 1906, 4.701,987 tons. A 
little over 60 per cent of the total 
product In 1905 and a little 
6b per cent In 1906 



Over two-thirds of the mines In Ken 
tucky are operated on the "open shop 
or non-union basis and In consequence 
the eight hour day is not so generally 
observed as in some of the other coal 
mining states. In 1906, out of a total 
of 15,272 men, 4163, or about 27 per 
cent, worked 8 hours, 4002, or 26 per 
cent, worked 9 hours, and 5941, or W 
per cent, worked 10 hours. Seven 
mines, employing 312 men, reported 
9H hours to the working day, and a 
few operators did not report tbe hours 
per day. 

Only one plant reported having 
Installed a washing plant for Improv- 
ing the quality of Its product. 

The accident statistics as reported 
by Mr. C. J. Norwood. Chief Mine 
Inspector of Kentucky, show that in 
1906 there were 40 men killed, and 139 
men injured In thee coal mines of the 
state. Of the total number of deaths. 
2 were due to explosions of dust, 18 
were due to falls of roof In rooms, en- 
tries or gangways, and 1 to explosions 
of powder.

ROAD TARRING. 

Procese Which Is Proving Highly Sue 
cessful in France. 

On the continent the oiling or tar- 
ring of roads Is making considerable 
progress, writes the Paris corrcs|»'iul 
ent of the Scientific American. The 
methods which seem lo !><■ most suc- 
cessful *uin lie divided into two general 
classes In the first ease we find prod- 
ucts such aa Wcatrumlte, Pulvanto, 
and the like In which the liquid tar 
obtained from mineral or vegetable 
oils is formed Into an emulsion or a 
solution In water nnd thus sprinkled 
upon the road The solution In water 
csn be obtained by adding alkali such 
as ammonia, or by the use of casein 
or other products The liquid which Is 
thus obtained can be applied to the 
road from an ordinary sprinkling cart. 
Another way of applvlng I. Is to pipe 
the water from the mains through a 
hose and use a special form of noitle 
Into which the oil or tar la fed from a 
MlWrvoir For use In cities this Is 
quite practical. M. Forealler haa ih« 
signed a good form of mixing Me*te 
which consists of two conical pit . - 
fitting Into each other in Wat ., way 
that the water stream acts by aaplra 
Hon to draw in the oil and mil It with 
the water In the nmrle The distance

Much more efficient than the meihiMl 
of sprinkling Is the application of a 
layer of hot tar cont|«>und ii|xin the 
road, which has Just hron thoroughly 
swept an ss to leave the surface quite 
clean. In this way tho road absorbs 
the hot tar and this forms a very solid 
coating, aa the tar sinks for a conald 
erahlo^ depth below the surfare Ac 
'•••.-ding to the report which was made 
r- e ntlv t v Chlct Kngltlcer lletide the 
hot tarring method Is to be considered 
one of the best to be use I ui»>n roadi 
.on • large scale. In 1*06 he treated 
..pie ir.o.e.-t s-ttiaie vsrli if load 
way Hi France and finds that the re- 
sults are excellent and quite Justify 
the expense which is occasioned The 
dust which uaually results from the 
wear of the road had dlsap|s>ared. and 
at the same time the annual expense 
of keeping up the road diminished so 
as to more than compt-niiaio for the 
cost of the process This c 'lin * from 
tho great ritluctlon of expenses for 
watering the road, swocplug and mud 
scraping as well as from th' »•:. it. 
durability of the roadlied. so that not 
only does the tarring process cost 
nothing, but It gives sn snnusl econ 
omy of lo.iil per square yard yearly 
One coating of tar laats about a year 

To carry out this method practleally. 
the treatment should be made during 
warm and dry weather and at certain 
houra of the day To avoid an unex- 
pected rainfall It Is necessary that the 
operation should he done quickly 
With the primitive apparatus which 
was used at first, requiring • great 
deal of hand labor. It was hardly pos- 
sible with gangs of a dozen men to 
tar more than l.nofl square yards of 
road per day, applying the tar by 
means of hand brushes. This led to 
the use of an automatic system which 
could be used for applying on a large 
scale and In a continuous manner, so 
that It Is now possible to treat more 
than 2,000 square vsrds i>er hour We 
also avoid heating the tar over a fire, 
which Is always dangeroua, and the 
steam heating system Is employed 
here. The apparatus of the Lassally 
system Is Illustrated here. It consists 
of a tar heatlng car and a sMrendlng 
car. The tar which Is used here Is .the 
seml-llquld product which comes from 
the gas works. 

The tar heating car Is com|joseil of 
three main parts In front is placed 
the boiler, which furnishes the steam 
for the heating. 



A CONCRETE WALK. 

Directions for Laying Which Will Aid 
Farmer in Doing Work Himself. 

This Is the time of the year when 
many walks are laving laid, and It la 
now well known thai the cement walk 
Is the beet of all. If properly ; Jt 
down It will last a lifeline, it Is 
smoother uml looks better th.in any 
other walk, and It requires little or no 
attention to keep it clean Consid- 
ering those udvanlages. It Is certainly 
the cheapest walk well, and this Is 
douhl) true when It Is Me* by the land 
owner and hl». ordinary hired help, 
thus saving the ex peine s of an export. 
The followli .g exact dlte' Hons for lay- 
ing such a w-i!k are gl< i-n by Mr Fred 
It ( rune, heai' of ;»•• lartn mechanic*' 
department of 'he 1 nlveislt) of Illi- 
nois: 

If your subsoil Is very porous, si- 
lowing the water to fall away rapidly, 
so there Is no chance for heaving of 
the anil dining freejlng weather. tl-< n 
there Is little need for excavation of 
the earth If the foundation Is solid, 
and theie Is no organic matter to de- 
cay and let the walk settle. 

Where .he subsoil Is a stiff clsy 
the writer has followed the practice 
of excavating M to 10 Ir.i hes deep, 
aid filling with cinders to within i'-i 
Inchea of the top of the completed 
• slk. tamping down the cinders to 
make a llrm foundation Gravel will 
do If cinders are not available Twit 
by 4 a are used for the sides of the 
form and great care Is takeu to level 
them 

A crown Is formed by raising the 
middle of the walk one fourth Inch 
for .very font In width The medium 
mixture lone part Portland cement, 
two and* one half parts coarse sand, 
Ave |iarts crushed rock I Is used, mix- 
ing It thoroughly and wetting It en It 
will pa. k well. It Is then shoveled 
Into thf, forma and pounded down, 
leaving the lop one half Inch MOT 
the top of the forms The 2 by 4's at 
the sides are now marked every four 
feet, and the walk cut through the 
concrete tq the cinders lo allow for 
i ipanilon and contraction In warn 
and cold weather. 

The surface coating Is comptveod of 
on.- part cement and two and one- 
half parts of saod. leaving out the 
rnmhed roc* This layer la mlxnd to 
the roualatrncy of mortar and spread 
over the inncrete In the forms Ttie 
surface is struck off by a gage which 
gltes tie prn|>er amount of crown 
tftet sitting for a few minutes It is 
rubbed smooth with a trowel Too 
much rubbing will separate the ce- 
ment and sand particle* and l-sve aa 
unsatisfactory aiqieeranee. 

This surface layer must also he cnt 
st the aaeie points aa the concrete 
layer below Cover the walk to pro- 
tect It from the sun If It Is sprinkled 
with wuter from lime to time, that 
will Insure an even setting of the ma- 
terials.

Aurora, PI., Aug. 19. — Senator Du- 
bois of Idaho Sunday afternoon ad- 
dressed 3,000 persons on the proba- 
bility of the spreading of Mormon 
pollUcal power to all parts of the 
United States. He urged his hearers 
to use their influence with congress- 
men to prevent tho continuance of 
polygamous marriages, which he said 
were still made among Mormons. 

"The Mormons absolutely control 
Utah now politically, and a United 
States senator, governor or congress- 
man cannot be elected In Idaho or 
Wyoming against the wishes of the 
Mormon church. They are a great 
balance of power In Oregon, and will 
soon control the senators In that state. 
They are beginning to be very pow- 
erful In Nevada. Unless checked they 
will become the balance of power In 
the senate of the United States."

Aside from its interest in the or- 
ganization of labor, it aims to be of sen ice to its members a* 
s benevolent order. 

The government docs not object to that kind of mi organi- 
zation, but rather welcomes it, am) the results hsve justified 
the plan of a lim.berhood of mutual helpfulness. 

The government would not recognise a strike o*. postal 
employes for higher wages or shorter hours, snd the association i- not 
organized for industrial purposes along that line. It has the right, how- 
ever, to exert oil proper mentis to obtain alleviation or correction of hursli 
or unjust conditions in the aerricc as affecting the postal employes. 

If any employe feels that he is Iteing discriminated against, that he 
is being unfairly treated in any way, it is within the province of the asso- 
ciation to present the individual grievance to the proper authority for 
tcniedv. 

The presentation of such a case, or any number of such cases, does 
not constitute a menace or threat to government authority. There is no 
demand upon the government for action, but there is as clear snd sound 
a statement of the situation as the association can present. 

The social benefit* to If derived from ihe association are Btnh as 
any benevolent organization is formed to route, such as sick and death 
benefits. Otherwise than these, the plans of the organization an- to use 
every reasonable and rightful effort to make the postal service more

The habitual uae of sedatives — such 
as alcohol, opium, morphia, chloral, 
cocaine and their alllea — Is to be con- 
demned without qualification as false 
In principle and fatal In result. It Is 
true that these drugs will one and all 
relieve worry, banish care and procure 
pein e of mind, but it Is as true that 
the worry, the care and the dlspeaco 
will return, bringing seven devils with 
them 

Let us turn now from the sedatives 
to the stlmulents Must caffeine, aa 
represented by tea and coffee, fall un- 
der a like condemnation? 

The sedatives we have condemned 
because they do nothing for the life 
of the body, but are opposed to It, 
says Dr. C. W. Saleeby. The stimu- 
lant, caffeine, on the other hand, 
favors the life of the body, promote* 
the process of combustion on which 
lite depends. Increases vitality and 
that power to work which is the e»- 
pre**lon of vitality. 

Everywhere men find that a cup of 
tea or coffee I* refreshing: It produces 
renewed vigor. It heightens the sense 
of organic well-being, the conscious- 
ness of fltneRs and capacity. Thla la 
utterly distinct from the action of alco- 
hol or opium In deadening the sense 
of 111 being. 

Tea und coffee have had many hard 
words said of them. The trouble la 
that people will not distinguish. Tea, 
for instance, as commouly understood 
In this country. Is more nearly a 
decoction than an infusion of the tea 
leaf, and contains besides the thelne 
or caffeine a very large proportion of 
tannin or tanlc acid.

r Do not buy caime.l £0<m1s where either end of the cau has bulged, as 
that slum* that fermentation ha« taken place. 

When ,-tittiug now breail always dip the knife iu hot water first and 
you will hud that it facilitates the cutting. 

Wheu waahiug cut glass add a little ammonia to the suds. It gives a 
brightness to the glass that nothing else will. 

Uy pouring very hot water on a few drops of oil of lavender the air 
iu the house may be delightfully freshened. 

Baked fish has far more flavor than boiled. Place on a well greased 
tin covered with buttered paper and bake iu a moderate oveu. 

Uauaua skins are excellent for cleauiug boots an I shoes, both black 
and brow n. Rub w ith the iuside of the skin, then, |x>lish with a soft cloth. 

If yon suspect your coffee is adulterated throw a handful of the lieaus 
in cold water. The real coffee l>eaus will sink while the spurious ones will 
float or remain busikui.IimI for some time. 

Varnished wood should be washed with cold tea aud afterwards wiped 
drv and polished with a soft cloth. 

Borax plentifully spriukled among furs will keep away moths if the 
furs lie doue up well.

Problems of the District School. 



Part a. -Ths School In 

The first absence should lie dealt with iu similar fashion. If upon 
careful iuvestigation the teacher finds it was unavoidable, then he can only 
express his regret and assist the pupil in every way possible to recover 
the lost ground. But the school must be made to feel that the mark of 
his disapproval is set upon any wilful or unnecessary absence or tardiness. 

There is one further suggestion. Teachers sometimes lay all blame 
for such delinquencies uisjn the parents and give themselves but little 
concern iu regard to it. This is entirely wrong. The teacher furnishes 
the ouly opportunity these children can have to correct deficiencies in the 
home govei umeut. If he fails to do his part they may never have a chance 
to form right habits. On the other hand if, without saying anything de- 
rogatory to the parents, he w ill hold everyone to a strict observance of bis 
obligations he will have a clear couacieuee and his pupils will rise up aud 
call him blessed 

3. Improving the Schoolhouse and Surroundings. Part of our 
' previous preparations" set forth in an early chapter consisted iu putting 
the house and grounds in good order aud making everything look as ship 
shape as possible.

should bo notified and urged to give it his immediate attention. 

In some cases the teacher may find it necessary to buy window cur 
t.iius aud perhaps even sash and glass, for there are districts so uegligeut 
ti ii Mtrli articles could l>e obtained in no other way. If he must do this 
it should lie after he had asked the board to furnish them aud been re- 
f'lm-d. and with the distinct understanding that the furnishings so pur- 
chased are his property and may l>e removed at the snd of the term. £a*M 
unless the district pay for them they should be removed. They would lie 
n- itlier appreciated uot protected if bestowed outright. An object lesson 
"ike this will do much toward bringing the people of the district to a 
sense of their duty. 

Some *choolhouBes have no place except the floor for the dinner pails. 
TeaflbM and pupils should construct neat shelves for their acommodation. 
Hooks also should be provided for the hats and cloaks. Every such thing 
directed by the teacher and doue by the pupils will furnish a better lesson 
and make a more lasting impression than almost any that can Ims found 
in the books. Every part of the room, walls as well as floor, should lx* 
kept clean. Decorations should be takeu down as they grow old and diugy 
or as they served their purpose, aud other desigus put up in their places. 
Bright touches of flowers aud leaves from time to time add to the cheer 
of the school. 



There Is no question of greater Im 
portance before the people of Ken 
tucky at present than the question of 
taxation. Those who have Intsreste.l 
themselves In studying the growth of 
the state's Industries .luring the past 
year and watched the attempts to de- 
vslop Its resources have been deeply 
Impressed with the fact that our tax 
laws form a most serious ohstscle to 
sucreess. 80 deep-seated Is this con- 
viction la the ralnds of hundreds of 
thoughtful men that the time appears 
to bs drawing near when the people of 
Kentucky will at last make up their 
minds that nothing Is moro worthy of 
their serious sttention than this tax 
question. As a rule, they concern 
themselves with It only when the an 
sesaor makes his snntial csil, or when 
they walk up to the tax collector's of- 
fice to settle. Then they are fully er- 
suaded that the whole tax system Is 
wrong, but as soon as tho tsx has been 
raid and the smart of It has been for- 
Sotton, the whole question la apt to be 
issued up agsln, without another 
thought, ua.il another assessment and 
paying time rolls around 

It Is Important to Kentucky that the 
people of the stats should realise that 
taxation bears In a most vital way 
upon the prosperity of the state, and 
In order that taxation may be wisely 
adjusted. It Is necessary for the Intelll- 
CetU people of the state to turn them- 
selves to a careful study of the whole 
question and persist In It until the tax 
system of the state is of a kind that 
will yield all the necessary revenues 
with the tesst possible burden. Ac- 
cording to the justice or Injustice of 
the lax; according to Its reasonable 
ness or Its oppressiveness, cspltsl Is 
Invited to a community or driven from 
It. Industries will flourish or be de- 
stroyed, coir petition with other states 
may be possible or may be rendered 
rut of the question, justice may bo 
done or flagrant Injustice imposed.

Poultry Piekinfs. 

An occasional dusting or sprinkling of lime on the floor'of the hennery 
helps wonderful. ' 

Common wood ashes under the grass of which your hens' nests are 
built, go a long woy in preventing mites aud lice. 

Experiment with the fumea of carbolic acid is said to have destroyed 
gaps 111 poultry. The chicks to be treated are placed in a basket over a 
pail containing the cure, in which a hot brick is placed to volatalize the 
acid. Try it. 

A good, large coop into which young chickens can easily go at feed 
ing time is a necessity of the poultry yard. Covered with woven wire oyer 
a stout framework, food can l>e thrown into it easily. With an openiug at 
the ground large enough for the young ones to go in and partake of their 
food in jieace such a coop is a great protection. Where old and young 
chickens^are fed together, the young ones are run ever and deprived of 

The annual visitation of mites that commonly begiu with warm weath 
er in the spring may be prevented by precautionary measures during the 
latter part of the winter. Firet clean out your poultry house. Then spray 
or sprinkle with strong solution of sarbolic soap, and finally scatter lime 
over the floor the roosts and nesting places. A hand spray pump costs 
less than a dollor, and once used, its handineas and value will commend it 
to erery home owner. For fighting insects in the poultry house, the gar-

firogress msde In the lsst 10 years In 
be study of public finances those who 
best understsnd the question have 
reached the conclusion that the uni- 
form general property tax is unsound, 
unjust, and can not be mado produc- 
tive of satisfactory results. 

An Official Tsx Commission. 
There hss grown up In the stste 
some sentiment for a tax commission 
with some offlclsl atatus. whose duty 
It shall be to go thoroughly Into the 
whole question of taxation, with a 
vfew to devlBlng a better system slong 
new lines, and. of course, new lines 
are not possible In Kentucky without 
first changing the constitution. At 
present, our constitution ties us fast 
to the general property tsx, as it is 
called; that Is, to the syst'-m of levy- 
ing the same tax upon all classea of 
property for all purposes. Oth.-r 
ttatea have employed auch a commis- 
sion with good results, snd Indeed 
commissions of this kind are now at 
work in a number of states, getting to 
the very bottom of the question of tax- 
ation and doing a work that Is result 
Ing grsduslly In a vast Improvement 
of tax methods So far. Kentucky has 
made no step in this direction. Volun- 
nlzatlons. like the State De 
t Association, snd various 
lal bodies, hsve appointed tsx 
committees, who sre doinr the beat 
they can to gather Information on this 
subject, nut It Is possible thst there 
may develop the necessity for an offi- 
cial tax commission 

Whether this should come sbout or 
Bot. the .ten. a nd la becoming very In

Needs Thorough Study, s 

No stste needs to hsve the tax ques- 
tion IhorouR :ly studied snd studied In 
tbe light of the . xp.ilenoe of other 
states, ss well as with due regard to 
I its own experience, more than does 
Kentucky. For fifteen years since the 
new constitution was adopted, we 
hsve striven hsrd to realize that 
dream of uniformity In taxation wTiieh 
animated the makers of the new con- 
stitution. We have not succeeded In 
doing this. It is true the revenues 
of the state havu increased, but the 
tsx burden has been extremely heavy 
on some classes of pronerty, while 
some classes of property have gone al- 
most soot free The amount of money, 
stocks and bonds reported for taxa- 
tion Is ridiculously small. The falsity 
of the tax returns betrays Itaelf upon 
comparison with the reports of the 
deposits in the banks. The only kind 
of personal property that does not es- 
cape taxation is that visible, tangible 
personal property, found chiefly on the 
farm. The farmer can not hide his 
horses, cattle and farming Imple- 
ments, so i.e has to par, while the 
man in town can hide his money, or 
bis storks and bonda, and escape bis 
share of the burden. This will al- 
ways be tbe case while human nature 
remains ss it is. It is incumbent upon 
Kentucky to find some way of deriv- 
ing a revenue from this elusive class 
of property. 

It wiil probably take a Ions; time 
for Kentucky to reach the point of be- 
lieving In tbe policy of separating the 
sources of revenue, selecting one class 
of property from which to raise its 
state revenuea, another class of prop- 
erty from which to ralss its city rev- 
enues I'nless the experience of all 
other states Is to be belied by the ex- 
perience of Kentucky, that Is whst we 
sre to come to some time, though It 
msy be far in the future. We can not 
well continue to adhere to a system 
thst Is being abandoned by other 
states and which. If persisted In, will 
put us In the position of handicapping 
our property owners of every class 
with a burdensome tax system, which 
will seriously Injure them In the sharp 
competition with the leas heavily bur- 
dened property owners of other ststes. 
It is, at least, worth while for Ken

M03T OF THEM ARAOS KILLED 
BY FIRE CP THE WARSHIPS. 

Immense Quantity of Loot Recovered 
— French and Spanish He rjy to 
Repulse Attacks. 

Casablanca. Morocco. — Tin- town 
!a quiet slid business Is being 
transacted. The French authorities 
•re still engaged in clearing up the 
streets, burying the dead and collect- 
ing properly The commandant I* 
making domiciliary visit* In search of 
loot, of which .in Immense quantity 
has been found. A meeting of the 
foreign consuls will be held to deslde 
on Its dlsposaal. it probably will be 
sold for the benefit of the sufferers 
from the bombardment and rioting. 

The number of persons killed In 
and about Casablanca has been great- 
ly exaggerated. Probably about a 
thousand uo-n were killed In tho fight- 
ing and massacre. The majority were 
Arabs killed by the fire of the war- 
ships Only 6.000 people remrln In 
Casablanca: the others have flajd to 
Gibraltar, Tangier or Spain. 

The town la completely tinder the 
control of the Trench and Spanish au- 
thorities and no further trouble need 
be feared French troops to the num 
bcr of 3.000 are ramped about a mile 
east of Casablanca. Their outposts 
are In touch with the Moors and con- 
tinual skirmishing Is taking place. 

Five hundred Spanish troopa have 
arrived here and are eam>d In the 
town. Fifteen hundr.vi more are ex- 
pected shortly and two more French 
transports with troops are due to ar- 
rive within a few days. 

Gen Prude, the French commander.

NEW PIKE SYSTEM 



Olaze Sweeps Old Orchard Resort.

Old Orchard. Me. — Two lives 
were lost snd five persons were 

Injured, three seriously, ss a result of 
a fire whlrh swept through this sea- 
shore resort Thursday night, causing 
a loss estimated at $800,000. 

Seventeen summer hotels. 60 cot- 
tages and a score of buildings occu- 
pied by stores were destroyed. Th* 
explosion which caused so many in 
Jurle* occurred in Horgan'i drug store 
on Old Orchard avenue. It Is believed 
that the fire started from an over- 
turned lamp In the annex of the Hotel 
Olympla. The total Insurance on tbe 
burned property. It Is understood, will 
not exceed $160,000. 

As a result of the fire, the season at 
Old Orchard Is brought to an abrupt 
close, as only one lsrge hotel, the Old 
Orchsrd. remain: All trains. Includ- 
ing several extras, were packed Fri- 
day wfth person* leaving the »hore. 
The burned area extend* east along 
the railroad, between the track* and 
the ocean, for nearly half a mile. The 
people who were driven from the ho- 
tel* were compelled to spend the night 
on the beach. A stiff breeze blew in 
from tbe scs and brushwood fire* were 
kept going all night, around which the 
refugees sat in shivering groups watt- 
ing for the dawn and the warmth of 
the sunlight. 

TRUSTED OFFICIAL ARRESTED. 

J. W. Hastings, of Boston Subtreasury, 
Charged with Embezzlement. 

Boston. — J. Warren Hastings, since 
1 •• i a truster! official at tbe United 
States stibtreasury In this city, waa 
arrested Friday on the charge of em- 
bezzling l.i.uoo from tbe government 
June 7. The money was taken from a 
package containing $105,000 in bills 
prepared for shipment to Washington 
to be retired from circulation, and the 
shortage was made good by another 
clerk who technically was resiionslble. 
but who Ht no time was under sus- 
picion. 

Hastings' record for 43 years' serv- 
ice was practically faultless. The one 
who made good the shortage because 
of his technical responsibility was J. 
H Vassar. the specie clerk, who count- 
ed the money previous to shipment. 

BLOODY TRAGEDY IN NEW YORK. 

Man Murders His Wlfs and la Killed 
by Daughter. 

New York. — George Wasser, 57 
year* of age, murdered bl* wife and 
wa* In turn slain by hi* daughter at 
the home of the women In Harlem 
Thursday. Wasaer fired upon hi* wife 
and then exchanged ahot* with the 
daughter. The latter was not wounded 

Mrs. Wasser soon succumbed to her 
Injuries and her husband died a little 
later. The daughter was arrested. 
She usserted that the father hBd per- 
sistently practiced cruelties upon his 
family.

Men Cast From a Boat. 

Glasgow. Ky — Charles Jones, a ne- 
gro, has been arrested by detectives 
on the charge that he had to do with 
the murder of two young white men 
two month* ago. It is charged that 
after they had been beaten by colored 
roustabouts on a Cumberland river 
steamer they were cast Into the water. 
Their bodies, bearing evidence of 
blows, were found floating In the 
stream some days later. 

One of the negro roustabouts Is al- 
leged to have said: 

"We rlvered the — white — ." 

On this "tip" detectives followed 
Jones, and now claim to have evidence 
sufficient to convict him. He protests 
tbat he Is innocent Another negro Is 
held with him as a witness.

Will Be Much Extended In Christian 
County, Kentucky. 

Ky.— Following th« 
rale of $10n.on0 worth of road bonds 
the Fiscal Court of Christian County 
has authorized that advertisements be 
Inserted in the papers asking for bids 
on <>4 miles of new pikes to be built In 
the county.

dle and grading down to 9 Inches at 
the -ildes. while the other half will be 
9 feet wide and with a uniform depth 
of metal of 10 Inches. An order was 
also made for the employment of u 
civil engineer at a salary of $100 per 
month to superintend the building of 
these pikes and the repairing of the 
Old ones. When these pikes are com- 
pleted It will give the county a system 
of excellent roads of about 200 miles.
